PARIS (U PI)— North Vietnam said 
today there were no secret peace talks 
going on between the United States and 
Hanoi and that reports of such a thing 
were “ maneuvers of the Nixon admin­ 
istration.” 
A North Vietnamese spokesman denied 
weekend reports in several U.S. news­ 
papers that such talks were underway in 
locations other than Paris. 
“ Each time in the past when the 
American 
administration 
faced grow­ 
ing pressure to make peace, it resorted 
to similar maneuvers claiming there 
were ‘straws in the wind’ to indicate 
things 
were going well,” 
the Hanoi 
spokesman said. 
“ This is a maneuver of the Nixon ad* 
ministration to head off the mounting 
pressure of American public opinion 
for President Nixon to put an end to the 
war.” 
The latest round of reports saying 
Hanoi had entered into private talks 
spread in a Detroit newspaper. White 
House press spokesman Ronald Ziegler 
said he could neither confirm nor deny 
the report.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)— Black faculty 
members at UCLA Sunday threatened 
to withhold grades in their classes uit 
less credit is given for a philosophy 
course taught by 
Communist Angela 
Davis. 
The course was scheduled to begin 
today at the Westwood campus. 
Speaking for the 20 teachers was Rob­ 
ert Singleton, director of the Afro-Am­ 
erican Studies Center. “ We will not ac­ 
cept first-class citizenship when one of 
us 
is 
forced to accept second-class 
status,” he said. 
Singleton said letters will be sent to 
all faculty members of the University of 
California asking them to join in the 
plan. 
He said the move was an attempt to 
“ toss the ball back into the hands of 
the regents. The chancellor has not 
done this. . .The regents’ action has 
jeopardized not only Angela, but all 
faculty.” 
The assistant philosophy professor is 
under notice of dismissal for her party 
membership but has said she will let 
her students decide the future of her 
class. 
Miss Davis, 25, a Negro, said through 
a spokesman she “ intends to meet her 
class at the stated hour and will ask the 
class to decide what it thinks ought to 
be done. Whether she lectures or not 
will depend on the class. She is pre­ 
pared to lecture. 
Miss Davis was barred last week by 
the Board of Regents from teaching a 
course for credit while the appeal of her 
firing is pending. 


AMMAN, Jordan (UPI) — Jordanian se­ 
curity forces have foiled an attempt to 
overthrow the government of King Hus­ 
sein, an official announcement said today. 
Amman Radio, quoting a statement by 
the interior ministry, said the coup 
plot was organized by the outlawed Al- 
Tahrir Liberation Party, known in the 
Middle East as a small and political­ 
ly insignificant party of Islamic extre­ 
mists. 
The radio said the overthrow attempt 
was to have been launched last Friday 
but Jordanian authorities learned of 
the plan and arrested a number of per­ 
sons. It gave no reason for the delay 
in issuing news of the plot. 
The Liberation Party demands unity of 
all Islamic nations. It is led by Sheikh 
Mohammed Nabahani and is believed to 
have only a small following in Jordan. 


One Amman broadcast said the cabinet 
met for three hours today under Pre­ 
mier Bahjat Talhouni and that only 
“ internal affairs were discussed.” 
King Hussein, who returned to Jordan 
from the Islamic summit conference in 
Morocco and a visit to London last 
week, was not present at today’s cabinet 
meeting. 
The announcement described the coup 
attempt as “ sinful.” 
The Al-Tahrir Party, banned through­ 
out the Arab world, is close to the right 
wing Moslem brotherhood in its thinking 
but it is 
believed to be even more 
fanatic. 
The party, also known as the Nabhani 
Liberation Party, has little following in 
Jordan and is seen as no threat to 
King Hussein except through assassina­ 
tion. 
The Al-Tahrir party was founded in 
Jerusalem in 1950 by Takieddin Al-Nab- 
hani, a Moslem sheikh. 


issue with South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu’s statement that there 
can be no coalition government with the 
Viet Cong in Saigon and some Allied 
troops must stay in South Vietnam until 
all North Vietnamese forces leave. 
“ These declarations show the Thieu- 
Ky-Khiem clique obstinately opposes the 
10-point solution of the South Vietnamese 
Provincial Revolutionary Government 
(PRG) which offers the logical and cor­ 
rect solution to the conflict,” the spokes­ 
man said. 
The Viet Cong delegation in Paris 
also assailed Thieu’s remarks. 
“ Thieu’s talk about the withdrawal 
of American troops from Vietnam is 
part of a maneuver undertaken by the 
Nixon administration, to put out report 
after report in order to appease and 
mislead the American public opinion 
demanding ever loudly the rapid and to­ 
tal withdrawal of American troops,” a 
Viet Cong spokesman said. 


The head of the Provinsional Revolu­ 
tionary Government said the Viet Cong 
was pledged to follow the will of the 
late President Ho Chi Minh and fight 
on to victory in the Vietnam War. 


UCLA Chancellor Charles E. Young 
said he expected Miss Davis to show up 
at 3 p.m. for the initial class of “ Re­ 
curring Philosophical Themes in Black 
Literature.” 
Young, who opposed the Regents’ action 
against Miss Davis, said that students 
going into the class should understand 
by vitrue of the regents’ action that it 
will not be a credit course. 
However, Donald Kalish, chairman of 
the philosophy department who assigned 
Miss Davis to teach the course, said 
the faculty Academic Senate had de­ 
cided the class “ is a duly authorized 
course for credit at UCLA. I support 
that position.” 
Miss Davis was not scheduled to teach 
during the fall quarter when the regents 
implemented dismissal proceedings in 
accordance with their longstanding pol­ 
icy against hiring Communists. 
Kanish announced last week that she 
had been assigned a class and the re­ 
gents met in emergency session. They 
voted 14 6 in favor of a resolution 
stating Miss Davis shall be assigned 
“ no teaching duties.” 
But the regents agreed with Young’s 
interpretation that Miss Davis could 
lecture and be paid for it as long as 
no credit was granted. 


The situation is similar to the contro­ 
versy last year over the appointment 
of Black Panther leader Eldridge Clea­ 
ver to teach an experimental course 
at Berkeley. That dispute was finally 
resolved in the same manner as the one 
surrounding Miss Davis.

SAIGON (UPI)— Thirty-nine towns and 
Allied military bases came under mortar 
and rocket attack Sunday night and this 
morning in the heaviest round of bar­ 
rages reported in more than three weeks.

Earle G. Wheeler, predicted on his ar­ 
rival on a fact-finding tour Saturday 
the Communists would step up their 
ittacks, leading to a winter offensive. 


The first night he was In the war 
zone, the Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese shelled 33 targets and then 
followed with 39 the second night—the 
most since 42 were reported the night 
of Sept. 13. 


Military spokesmen said the salvos 
caused damage or casualties at 16 lo­ 
cations, with two U.S. servicemen wound­ 
ed in eight attacks against Gl bases.

Vandals broke typewriters and audio 
visual equipment, in three schools over 
the weekend, tore several American 
flags to shreds to rack up the worst out­ 
break of vandalism in the school dis­ 
trict’s history. Damage was estimated at 
more than $10,000. 
There were no suspects today. The 
vandals hit Lompoc High School on Col­ 
lege Avenue; and Lompoc Junior High 
School on South M Street, in addition 
to La Canada on West North Avenue. 
The fire alarm system was tampered 
with at Fillmore School on East Pine 
Avenue, but there was no estimate of 
the loss. 
Mary Moore, a secretary at La Cana­ 
da, reported Sunday that the school had 
been hit sometime between 2 and 4 p.m. 
that day. 
An investigation revealed the vandals 
hit every room in the school except for 
Room 9. Damage was estimated at about 
$5,000, although it could prove to be 
higher. 
Nearly 1,300 enrollment cards and 
quantities of pencils were scattered about 
the floor of the school’s main office. 
A typewriter was broken on the floor 
of the nurse’s office, and a bottle of body 
lotion was poured over cabinets, desks 
and the floor. 
Hundreds of books were pulled from 
racks and strewn over the floor of 
the library. Index cards were taken from 
files and strewn about. Two typewriters 
were broken on the floor. 
Paint was smeared on the floors, walls 
and ceilings of the cafeteria - audit­ 
orium. A violin was broken, a clarinet 
was reported stolen; music stands were 
tossed from the stage; paint was pour­ 
ed on projectors. 
The vandals broke the glass door of 
the teacher’s lounge and scattered pap­ 
ers and pencils about the room. 
Windows were broken in Room 13; 
maps torn from the walls; books taken 
from shelves and strewn on the floor; 
audio head sets broken; an overhead 
projector broken. 
The vandals destroyed wall maps in 
Room 14; scattered a large quantitiy 
of peanuts, papers on the floors. The 
teacher’s desk was ransacked and over­ 
turned. 
Record players were broken in Room 
15; posters torn from the walls. 
A tape recorder, and slide projector 
and lamp were broken in Room 16. A 
vase was tipped over and the water it 
contained was poured over desks and 
the paper strewn floor. 
A record player and a camera were 
broken in Room 17; desks, ransacked, 
broken and tipped over. Glass was strewn 
about the floor. 
A record player was broken and a bot­ 
tle of some unknown substance poured 
over desks and quantities of film strips 
which had been thrown about the floor. 
A large paper cutter was smashed on 
the floor. 
Papers were strewn about the floor of 
Room 18 and the teacher’s desk was 
ransacked. Film strips were scattered 
about. 
A record player was smashed in Room 
19; and quantities of 8 mm film was scat­ 
tered over the floor. 
Books, crayons and chalk were brok­ 
en and scattered over the floor of 
Room 20. An obscenity was scrawled in 
lipstick across a piano. 
A window was broken in Room 12; 
papers and sand were scattered over 
the floor; a mirror was shattered; a 
tape dispenser was broken on the floor 
and a quantity of tape was strewn over 
the floor and desks; 
an unknown sub­ 
stance was poured over the debris; tools 
from a spience box were strewn about 
the floor and a cabinet was tipped over. 
A record player was broken in Room 
11, and papers, chalk and crayons were 
scattered over the room. Someone had 
spat over chalk boards and desks. 
A record player was broken, in Room 
10, maps torn from the walls, desks ov­ 
erturned, a world globe broken; and film 
strips scattered over the floor. 
Ironically, Lompoc High School was 
hit sometime after 6 p.m. Saturday, or 
nearly 24 hours before the strike at La 
Canada, according to the police report. 
The vandals broke into the school’s 
snack bar, smeared 10 gallons of choco­ 
late over the floors and stole a quanti­ 
ty of candy bars. 
Vandals hit five rooms, including the 
school’s language lab. 
Three or four 
American flags were ripped to shreds 
and scattered over the floors. A type­ 
writer 
a n d tape recorder were des­ 
troyed; phonograph records were broken 
a movie projector was smashed; film 
strips strewn about the rooms; obscene 
language 
scrawled on walls; someone 
had defecated in a desk; urine was ob­ 
served on desks, books 
and papers. 
Despite damages, all classes were 
underway today.

Thieu vows 
to lessen 
allied load

SAIGON (UPI) — President Nguyen 
Van Thieu said today that “ in order to 
help the U.S. government with its inter­ 
nal problems,” South Vietnam is deter­ 
mined to replace the bulk of U.S. fight­ 
ing units in 1970. 
Thieu’s 70-minute speech to the Na­ 
tional Assembly alluded to the increas­ 
ing U.S. criticism of President Nixon’s 
war policy. He said South Vietnam’s al­ 
lies “ don’t lack of means, but of reso­ 
lution.” 


“ We have to lessen the heavy load by 
the Allies, ” Thieu said. “Today, we con­ 
firm to the U S. government that we want 
to do so ” 
“ . . . In order to help the U S. gov­ 
ernment with its internal problems and 
minimize the suffering borne by the peo­ 
ple of the United States we, the Viet- 
namese people, are determined to re- 
place the bulk of the U S. fighting units 
in 1970,” he told the lawmakers. 
He mentioned no numbers, nor did he 
identify what he considered fighting units. 
The U S. command has said before that 
only about 100,000 of the 500,000 GIs 
in the war zone are actually involved in 
combat, 
Thieu’s speech followed 
the 
same lines as an interview of bis vice 
president, Nguyen Cao Ky, published in 
the United States today. Ky said the 
U.S. combat role would be ended by the 
end of 1970. 
As he has done previously, Thieu re­ 
jected a coalition government with the 
Communists and said an unconditional 
cease-fire was out of the question. 


He said that some Allied troops should 
remain in Vietnam “ as long as a peace 
with guarantees has not yet been re­ 
stored and new Communist aggressionis 
still threatening this part of the world...” 
“ We the South Vietnamese don’t have 
many solutions to 
choose,” he said. 
“ We must fight decisively and as long 
as necessary.”

“ actively prevent” confirma­ 
tion. 
The White House, meanwhile, 
stepped up its campaign to get 
Haynsworth’s nomination con­ 
firmed, even if by a narrow 
margin. 
President Nixon authorized 
release of a letter praising 
Haynsworth 
and 
expressing 
complete 
confidence 
in 
the 
presiding judge of the Fourth 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The 
letter was addressed to GOP 
Senate leader Hugh Scott, who 
is publicly uncommitted on the 
nomination. It was released, 
however, by Sen. Roman L. 
Hruska, R-Neb., senior Republi­ 
can on the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee. 
Hruska had earlier told a

and

whip 
Robert 
P. 
Griffin of Michigan would “ join 
the fight to confirm Hayns­ 
worth.” 
Presidential aide Clark Mol- 
lenhoff distributed a denial that 
Haynsworth ever had anything 
but the most casual contact 
with Bobby G. Baker, former 
secretary to Senate Democrats 
convicted of income tax irregu­ 
larities. Mollenhoff said the 
Judge and Baker met three 
times at most, always casually 
(they were from neighboring 
hometowns in South Carolina).

Arab bomb

IONE (UPI)—Rural Amador 
County returned to its pastoral 
pursuits today, relieved that a 
weekend rock festival invasion 
by 40,000 youths was far less 
violent than a Saturday night in 
a gold rush mining camp. 
The 
sheriffs 
department 
reported 
two 
youths 
were 
arrested 
for 
possession 
of 
drugs. It said a third had been 
arrested Friday night for drunk 
driving en route to the festival. 
The only assaults were on the 
ear drums from the offerings of 
such rock groups as the Up- 
and-Coming Santana, Sons of 
Cahamplin, Bo Diddly, Ike and 
Tina Turner, Kaleidoscope and 
others. 
But such things as the “ Gold 
Rush 
Rock Music Festival” 
hadn’t been witnessed in the 
Sierra foothills by sparkling 
Lake Amador since the roister­ 
ing gold mining days of the 
1850s. 
Pot - puffing, 
wine-sipping, 
skinnydipping youths danced to 
the music, cavorted in the lake 
or just listened under a haze of 
marijuana smoke. 
There were some incidents of 
nude bathing, one girl water 
skied in the buff and a few 
more doffed blouses ami bras in 
the Indian summer heat. For 
those who wore clothes the 


dress ranged from hippie garb 
to blue jeans to casual attire 
that 
might 
be 
seen at 
a 
suburban backyard barbecue. 
For all the goings-on the 
younger generation acted just 
like their parents in trying to 
beat the traffic home. 
“ They 
moved 
out 
pretty 
good,” a sheriff’s deputy said. 
“ A lot left before the show was 
over (2 a.m. Saturday).” 
Also 
leaving 
was festival 
organizer Doc Davis, a botany 
instructor at San Joaquin Delta 
College near Stockton. He left 
with guards and a three-ton 
safe crammed with cash. At 
least 20,000 tickets at $3.50 
each were sold ahead of the 
festival. 
The organizers provided their 
own security forces, a hospital, 
a mess hall, toilet facilities and 
even ambulance service. 
More than 40 persons were 
treated for drug overdoses or 
bad LSD trips and hundreds for 
cuts on bare feet. Two youths 
were 
hospitalized at nearby 
Jackson for drug overuse.

PARIS (UPD-French inter­ 
ior decorators and homemakers 
finally have staged their own 
revolution.

“ There’s been sex since 
the Bible, but it’s been cov­ 
ered up. 
And now it’s out 
in the open.” 
So said a high school soph­ 
omore from Yonkers, N.Y., 
in answer to a recent Nation­ 
al Gilbert Youth Foil on the 
topic of promiscuity among 
today’s youth. 
The 
younger 
generation 
has acquired a reputation as 
the most free-wheeling, easy- 
living, 
liberal-minded 
seg­ 
ment of society, as avant- 
garde in its actions as its 
beliefs, 
in

rebellion 
against the world created for 
them by their parents. 
Is 
this myth, wishful thinking 
or fact? 
Slightly more than half of 
the young people surveyed 
(53 per cent» does feel that to­ 
day’s youth is more promis­ 
cuous than ever before.

not been drastic changes in

mores and 
norms of 
society.

“ Sensa­ 
tional publicity,” stated a 
college junior from Tucson, 
Ariz.

The next most im­ 
portant factor, they feel, is 
the openness and frequency 
of discussions on the topic 
of sex (13 per cent).

Which, according to 
the experts, is why so many 
of us are such rotten read­ 
ers. 
Tune was when being a

before the information ex­ 
plosion h r o ii g h t tons of 
printed 
goodies 
fluttering 
into everyone's life, causing 
a rash of eye s t r a i n and 
bringing smiles to optome- 
insts everywhere. 
But how do you keep up 
with all that reading and still 
find time to squeeze a few 
other 
activities 
into 
your 
crowded life? 
“ Speed 
is 
the 
answer." 
says Bill Schaill, the man in 
charge of speeding things up 
at The Reading Laboratory. 
Inc . which has been helping 
people read better and faster 
since 1949. 
With more than 1,000 high 
schools and colleges and a 
blue chip roster of industrial 
giants ranging from ALCOA 
to I ’NJY’A l using The Head­ 
ing 
Laboratory’s 
accelera­ 
tion program. Schaill should 
be a more than happy man. 
but that’s not the case. 
" It ’s great that so many 
schools and companies ap­ 
preciate what we re doing." 
says Schaill, "but we’ve just 
scratched the surface. There 
are so many people walking 
around right now who aren't 
living as well as they could 
because they can’t read as 
well as they should that it 
•really bothers me.” 
The same feeling bothers 
executives 
of 
the

in the country 
from time to time, which is 
one reason why they sign up 
witii such organizations and 
enroll their employes.

"W e don’t have a system

The National Committee for an Effective Congress seems 
bent on defeating its own aims with a very silly bill, just in­ 
troduced in the House, which would cut the cost of campaign 
television spots and limit their number. 
The bill is silly because, to be logical, if you cut television 
time — and cost — for candidate c you should also cut every 
other source of exposure such as mailing houses, billboards 
and (heaven forbid') newspapers. 
The record is clear that the politician who is an adept cam­ 
paigner is likely to be adept at moving his legislation in the 
direction he wants it to go-which is the very thing he is elected 
to do, and is surely in line with the aims of the Committee. 
The bill aims at reducing television rates for Senate and

House candidates to 30 per cent of standard rates for one-min- 
ute spots and 20 per cent for half an hour. The number of 
spots and programs a candidate could buy would be restricted 
and all television campaigning would be confined to five weeks 
before election day. 
What would be left would be the dull “ candidates forum” 
type of television coverage of campaigns which nobody watches 
anyway except the candidates’ wives and supporters. 
This is probably just another go at the favorite off-year sport 
of attempting to reduce campaign expenditures, which may not 
be undesirable in itself but is no real substitute for realistic 
and enforceable treatment of campaign contributions at all lev­ 
els of government. 


Ignored mass 


WASHINGTON (NEA^ 
It has become altogether too easy in 
this country these days to forget about 
the white poor. 
In fact, one is likely to hear more 
about these 17.4 million poor white Amer­ 
icans from some of the responsible black 
leaders than from most of the guilt- 
ridden white liberals who talk as if 
poverty were exclusively a problem of 
the nonwhite. 
A top official of the Office of Ec­ 
onomics Opportunity 
told 
this reporter 
some time ago that 
, 
the 
antipoverty ag- 
f 
ency tended to con­ 
centrate most heav­ 
ily on the poor blacks 
Ci 
because millions are 
clustered in urban 
ghettos and hence are 
W 
easy to find. 
There 
is 
much 
more to it than that, 
of course. 
The urgency of the racial 
struggle 
underscores black poverty. 
There are two poor whites for every 
nonwhite in America, but only a tenth 
of all white persons were poor in 1968 
as against a third of all the nonwhite 
people. That crushing ratio explains 
much. 
Nevertheless, 17.4 million is a lot of 
people — just a little less than the en­ 
tire populations of Yugoslavia or Roman­ 
ia One of the big questions is where 
they are. 
The highest number of poor white fam­ 
ilies is in the South 
Yet the North­ 
east, generally thought of as especially 


affluent, runs a close second. And the 
proportion of poor white families to non­ 
whites is greater in the Northeast than 
in the South. 
The West’s proportion of poor white 
families is about the same as the South’s. 
Only in the North Central region, em­ 
bracing Midwest and Plains states, do 
poor nonwhite families outrange poor 
whites by a ratio a bit less than 5 to 4. 
Rural Appalachia obviously accounts 
for a fair part of the Northeast’s poor 
white families. Gov. Kenneth Curtis of 
Maine is just one among several north­ 
eastern state 
leaders concerned over 
t he out -m igrat ion of poor whites in search 
of a way out of the economic cellar. 
But there are countless poor whites 
in the cities, North and South, even 
though their numbers have diminished 
sharply in the last decade and the atten­ 
tion has gone to the rising proportion 
of blacks and other nonwhites in big 
centers. 
Special checks by the U S Census 
Bureau usually reveal a higher concen­ 
tration of blacks in urban poverty areas 
than the 10 per cent which represents 
their percentage of the total U S popu­ 
lation. But focus on this higher urban 
percentage by social analysts blurs the 
fact that the absolute numbers of poor 
whites in these areas are often sub­ 
stantial. 
For instance, a special count in Buf­ 
falo disclosed 146.000 persons living in 
poverty areas. Some 70,200 - or 48 per 
cent - were black. But that still meant 
nearly 76,000 poor whites in Buffalo’s 
poverty sections. (There could be others 
elsewhere U) the city, since more poor

whites than poor blacks manage to es­ 
cape the ghetto.> 
In Rochester, N Y., the scene a few 
years ago of one of the nation’s worst 
black riots, a special census showed 
24,200 blacks in poverty areas. But there 
were 39,300 poor whites in similar 
areas. 
In Des Moines, Iowa, a relatively re­ 
cent check showed 26,800 poor whites 
living in poverty areas and some 7,300 
poor blacks in like physical circumstanc­ 
es. 
Census authorities make it clear that 
poor white families are escaping pover­ 
ty aroas at a rate twice as fast as non­ 
white. And the nonwhites who linger on 
often have it worse than before. Example: 
The ratio of children to family heads 
has risen, so each child today has a 
smaller per capita share of the family’s 
inadequate income than was the case a 
decade ago. 
For all this aggravating disproportion, 
however, the task of wiping out black pov­ 
erty is likely to be made harder unless 
there is new — and steady — recogni­ 
tion by politicans and social engineers 
of that large mass of 17 million poor 
white Americans.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Campus crisis 


CAMBRIDGE, 
Mass. — Universities 
and collegec across the country are 
searching for ways to give protesting and 
alientated students a share in responsi­ 
bility and authority. The rebellion onthe 
campuses is ominous evidence that the 
old structure with authority vested in a 
remoted board of trustees and handed 
down through an almost equally remote 
administration cannot survive. 
The concern is not merely with a 
few far-outers. As the polls have shown, 
a large majority of 
t h e moderates are 
sympathetic with the 
aims of the activists. 
The issue is hardly 
lecs than what role 
an entire generation 
will play in the fu­ 
ture. 
Too permis­ 
sive, spoiled, lazy, 
wanting 
the 
world 
handed to them on a 
platter — the terms 
of opprobrium from the older genera­ 
tion will not explain away the rejection 
of so many of the young. 
At Harvard here on the east coast 
and at Stanford University on the west 
coast the ef ort is to bring the young 
into governing bodies responsible for dis­ 
cipline and administration. Harvard has 
named a 35-member panel on the govern­ 
ance of the university, made up of facul­ 
ty, students, alumni and overseers and 
formed to recommend basic changes in 
the structure. This was in response to 
an overseers’ report that found both 
students and many faculty members un­ 
happy over the teaching and its relev­ 
ance to the world outside. 
Similar experiments are going for­ 
ward on innumerable campuse<\ They 
may be too 
little and too late. Some 
critics hold that student participation 
is no answer, and that putting the young 
in the authority mix will only result in 
more trouble compounded by delay and 
frustration in exercising any discipline at 
all. 
The troubled administrators are faced 
with fact and not theory. They are grop­ 
ing for answers to ease the tensions and 
put the university back on the learning 
track. To change the command — to oust 
the president because some of the facul­ 
ty consider him an old fuddy-duddy — is 
no answer. This will only whet the 
appetite of the activists who will then 
start out to get the next man down the 
line. 
Constructive changes are occurring. 
Harvard has initiated an impressive 
Afro-American studies department. As 
evolved by a committee of faculty and 
students, the department offers courses 
in black history from 800B.C. right down 
to today’s ideological revolution of sep­ 
aratism and the smouldering ghettos. 
Already 100 students, black and white, 
have applied to concentrate in the de­ 
partment for a degree, more than twice 
the number that can be accommodated 
under the present setup. 
It is easy enough to sneer, as some 
establishment Negroes have done, at the 
black studies programs being set up in 
many universities. Some may be on the 
thin and tendentious side. Where the 
program lias been carefully thought out, 
as it has here, it should serve to open 
the while submerged world of the black 
hitherto encouraged to forget his past 
and strive to find a niche in the white 
man’s world. 
Harvard is fortunate in having Dr. 
Ewart Guinier as head of the new depart­ 
ment. A Harvard graduate during the de­ 
pression years, he has had a remark­ 
able career in government and the trade 
unions. Guinier believes that not alone 
through book learning but in actual first­ 
hand experience in the ghettos students 
in the new department will understand 
the role of the black in the long per­ 
spective of history. Prominent blacks, 
both radicals and conservatives, ranging 
from Andrew F. Brimmer, a member 
of the board of governors of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System, to Rap Brown, 
will lecture during the year. 
None of this, of course, touches the 
deepest source of student discontent — 
the Vietnam 
war and the increasingly 
hostile criticism of President Nixon for 
the slow pace with which the war is be­ 
ing phased out. The date of the student 
strike being organized by the Student 
Mobilization Committee to end the war 
in Vietnam and allied forces is only two 


weeks away. 
All signs point to a massive demon­ 
stration on campuses across the country. 
As an orderly protest it must impress 
even the President, despite his extra­ 
ordinary press conference statement that 
he will pay no heed to any student mani­ 
festation. Going beyond the bounds of 
orderly protest in violence and coer­ 
cion, the demonstration can only inflame 
the resentment of the great middle mass 


of the Nixon constituency. 
Authority in the universities is as 
helpless in the face of the bitter divi­ 
siveness of the Vietnam war as ofrici- 
aldom appears at every level, not ex­ 
cluding the White House. As feeling in­ 
tensifies and the perialous drift con­ 
tinues, the threat is that the country 
will be tom apart

No break likely 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It can be realiably reported the White 
House does not expect a break in the 
Vietnam war or the Paris negotiations 
in the near future. 
Key experts believe Hanoi will be so 
occupied with internal political adjust­ 
ments necessitated by Ho Chi Minh’s 
death that for some time to come (per­ 
haps months) Ho’s successors will not 
be able to agree on any fundamental de­ 
cisions. 
Furthermore, as one White House man 
puts it, the decision for a negotiated 
settlement would present a very seri­ 
ous problem for Hanoi’s new leaders. 
They would have to give up many dreams 
and aspirations. They cannot come to 
that decision easily. 
Therefore, 
the 
reasoning goes, 
it 
would be unwise and 
meaningless for the 
United States at this 
time to come up with 
new 
proposals or 
suggestions (that re- 
^ 
" \ 
quire 
a 
response 
' 
now) at a time when 
Hanoi is in no posi­ 
tion 
to react favor­ 
able. 
This would be self- 
defeating. 
The problem is rather to try to set 
the stage for that time in the future 
when the dust has settled in Hanoi 
and the lines of authority have jelled. 
What Washington can do now, then, 
is to continue possibilities to Hanoi. 
The thought is to feed these ideas in 
now, let Hanoi pick them up, digest 
them.

Then the decks will be cleared when 
Hanoi is ready. 
Thus the recent on-again, off-again 
B-52 bombing halt. 
This is to suggest to Hanoi that a bomb­ 
ing halt or selective bombing halt in South 
Vietnam 
as well as in the north is a 
possibility if Hanoi de-escalates. 
This was to convince Hanoi that in 
real fact the United States has no de­ 
sire for a permanent military pres­ 
ence in Vietnam and that the first 
withdrawal was no one-shot affair. 


Behind these hopes is the following 
reasoning as outlined by one White 
House analyst: 
Until the end of May or early June 
there was some, not spectacular, move­ 
ment in the Paris talks, that could lead 
one to believe Hanoi might be getting 
ready for serious negotiation. 
They had not yet received the point of 
serious negotiation but they were getting 
there. 


Then about the middle of June, Hanoi 
more or less shut down the negotiations. 
Thus the present deadlock. No one can 
be sure what the reasons were for this 
seeming change in tactics, but if one of 
the reasons was the illness of Ho, which 
coincided with it, then it is at least 
conceivable that the Paris negotiations 
might go back to the position they had 
reached in late May.

It was explained the committee took 
this position at a meeting Friday be­ 
cause the property is in a sewer dis­ 
trict, denoting future urbanization, and 
is also zoned single-family residential. 
Also, the committee feels that the 
application of Goleta Valley Egg Ranch 
does not meet toll qualifications ofprime 
land. This property is located east of 
San Pedro Creek about one mile north 
-ef -Cathedral Oaks <R4. Ranch owners 
said they plan to get out offhe egg bus­ 
iness and plant more avacados, it was 
reported. 
The reported turndowns came after 
Mrs. Martin C. Hussander, of Santa Bar­ 
bara, only woman on the nine-member 
County Planning Commission told the 
commission Dec. 3 she didn’t believe 
the advisory body rejected any applies 
tions.

Launch of Tiros-M with Australis 
OSCAR-A piggyback is tentatively sched­ 
uled for Jan. 9 from the Western Test 
Range in California. 
The piggyback satellite was built by a 
group of amateur radio operators at 
Melbourne University in Australia, giv­ 
ing rise to the “ Australis” portion of 
its name. The Radio Amateur Satellite 
Corporation (AMSAT), a group of Uni­ 
ted States amateurs, is preparing the 
satellite for launch, testing and qualify­ 
ing it to comply with NASA require­ 
ments.

successfully launched and operated four 
amateur radio satellites since 1961 in a 
program known as Project OSCAR. The 
prvious four OSCAR launches were in 
conjunction with Department of Defense 
spacecraft. Australis-OSCAR-A, the first 
radio amateur satellite to be accepted 
by NASA as a secondary payload, will 
be known as Australis OSCAR-5 when 
it is successfully in orbit. The satel­ 
lite will be placed into a planned 910- 
statute-mile orbit from the second stage 
of the Thor Delta launch vehicle. 
The orbit will be inclined 102 degrees 
to the Earth’s Equator and the planned 
orbital period is approximately 114 min­ 
utes. 
Australis OSCAR-A will transmit low- 
power signals on two amateur bands, at 
frequencies of 29.45 megahertz in the 
tenmeter band and at 144.05 Mhz in the 
two-meter band. These transmissions 
will be used by radio amateurs through­ 
out the world for training in the art 
of tracking satellites and for experi­ 
ments in radio propagation. 
A transmitting life of approximately 
two months is expected from the 20 
pounds of batteries carried by the satel­ 
lite. This lifetime is basedon continuous 
operation of the two-meter transmitter 
and weekend operation of the somewhat 
higher power 10-meter transmitter. 


Cabot Lodge bide 


farewell in Paris 


PARIS (UPI)— Henry Cabot Lodge, 
retiring 
chief 
negotiator 
at 
the 
Vietnam peace talks, said farewell to­ 
day with words of encouragement about 
the future after nearly 11 months of fruit­ 
less conferences with the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese. 
“ I continue to believe that the negotia­ 
tion of the peace in Vietnam is of over­ 
whelming importance,” Lodge told news­ 
men at Orly airport. 
“ And while it has not been achieved 
yet, every day is a new day,’’ he said. 
“ And we who want peace must not be 
easily discouraged.” 


NEW YORK (U P I)—Army Capt. Ern­ 
est Medina said Friday he ordered 
his troops at My Lai to destroy and 
burn the village, kill the livestock and 
battle the Viet Cong. He said he never 
gave any orders to massacre women and 
children. 
In a taped television interview with 
Mike Wallace, broadcast Friday night 
on CBS-TV’s evening news with Walter 
Cronkite, Medina replied to a ques­ 
tion concerning his alleged order to 
“ level” My Lai by saying: 
“ The orders that I passed to my 
company was orders that I had receiv­ 
ed, instructions to destroy the village, 
burn the village, to kill the livestock, 
and to engage the 48th VC battalion. I 
did not give any orders to massacre or 
shoot any women and children.” 
Medina said reliable intelligence sour­ 
ces informed him all women and chil­ 
dren would be out of My Lai at the 
time of the attack. He said intelligence 
reports said that on March 16, 1968, 
the women and children would go “ to 
market either at Son Tin or QuangNai.” 
The 34-year-old native of New Mexico 
said he received his orders from Col. 
Frank Parker, task force commander, 
who died in a helicopter crash later 
in 1968. 
Wallace asked Medina to comment on 
Spec. 5 John Kinch’s statement he heard 
Medina tell Barker on the radio that 
“ you didn’t know what your men were 
doing, but that you were trying to stop 
it,” in Wallace’s words. Medina re- 
oiled: 
“ I was moving back toward the vil­ 
lage. I had received a report from the 
battalion S-3 field village. I had re­ 
ceived a report from the battalion S-3 
field operations that there was a re­ 
port that possibly some civilians had 
been shot.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - First Lt. Wil- 
lia, L. Calley Jr., the only man offi­ 
cially accused so far of murdering South 
Vietnamese villagers at My Lai last year, 
was advised to say nothing about his role 
in the alleged massacre when question 
Friday by Pentagon investigators. 


Calley’s civilian lawyer, George Lati­ 
mer, said he told the 26-year-old soldier 
not to discuss the subject during his ap­ 
pearance before a special board es­ 
tablished to determine whether a low- 
level Army inquiry soon after the March 
16, 1968 incident amounted to little more 
than a whitewash. 


The investigating panel headed by Lt. 
Gen. William R. Peers, interrogated 
Calley in absolute secrecy for nearly 
three hours and the content of his testi- 
money was not made public. When the 
questioning ended in mid-afternoon, Cal­ 
ley, accompanied by Maj. Kenneth Raby, 
his military attorney, flew back to Ft. 
Benning, Ga., without speaking to re­ 
porters. 


Calley, a platoon leader in the My Lai 
engagement, has been ordered court- 
martialed on charges of premeditated 
murder of at least 109 civilians the 
day of the assault. His trial is expected 
to begin early next year at Ft. Benning, 
where he is stationed. 


Elsewhere Friday, two top Nixon ad­ 
ministration officials sought to focus 
public attention on atrocities committed 
by North Vietnamese and Viet Cong. 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, speak­ 
ing in New Orleans, said “ We can do 
nothing but deplore” the alleged My 
Lai massacre. But he said Americans 
“ should keep in mind that the Commun­ 
ists have committed many atrocities and 
the only difference between us is that in 
the Communist case they were carried 
out with the direction and consent of 
their leaders.” And Assistant Defense 
Secretary David Packard told a Washing­ 
ton news conference Hanoi “ pursues a 
deliberate policy of perpetrating military 
attacks and acts of terrorism on non- 
combatants” but never attempts to pun­ 
ish the persons responsible for carrying 
out these acts. 


Manson Family described 
by Tate murder suspect

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The strange 
story of “ The Manson Fam ily,” whose 
members are prime suspects in the bi­ 
zarre Sharon Tate murders, was des­ 
cribed Friday to a county grand jury by a 
pretty 21-year-old member. But Susan At­ 
kins now fears a mystical spell will be 
cast on her by the group’s hypnotic 
leader. 
Miss Atkins appeared before the grand 
jury without being granted immunity 
from 
prosecution. She testified behind 
locked doors for two hours and 15 min­ 
utes, relating her earlier story of the 
“ band in black” which she saw stab and 
shoot and kill actress Sharon Tate and 
four others in August. 
Miss Atkins was asked how she felt 
about informing on the weird, nomadic 
cult whose members are accused in a 
total of eight senseless slayings. 
“ Dead,” she replied before being 
escorted away by her attorney, Richard 
Caballero. 
Caballero said later Miss Atkins fears 
her testimony may make her a “ marked 
woman” through the black magic and my­ 
stical spells with which the leader of 
the “ family” commune, hypnotic-eyed 


Charles Manson. 35, one* neld his fol­ 
lowers. 
“ Charlie would, in effect, conjure up a 
vision detrimental to her in his mind and 
then transfer it to her mind and then 
she would know if she is marked,” the 
attorney said. 
Caballero persuaded the slim brun­ 
ette to testify, hoping her Information 
would aid her in escaping the death pen­ 
alty. He said she cooperated fully with 
the 21 jurors, telling them “ whatever 
they asked her about.”

20 Red troops killed 
in Cambodian battle

1st Air Cavalry killed 20 Communists 
troops in an all day battle near theCa- 
bodian border, military spokesmen said 
today. South Vietnamese forces killed 
33 Communists in fighting tor to the 
north. 
U.S. Marine artillery killed 20 North 
Vietnamese near Da Nang. 
The 1st Air Cavalry’s 1st Brigade 
attacked a Communist force Friday 55 
miles northwest of Saigon and 13 miles 
from the Cambodian border. There were 
no reports of American casualties in that 
battle but two Americans were killed and 
two others wounded in scattered action 
during the day. 
In the I Corps area 402 miles north o 
Saigon, elements ofthe South Vietnamese 
army 1st Infantry Division killed 33

near the town of Trung Luong. 
The South Vietnamese reported seiz­ 
ing an 82mm mortar, a machine gun, 
five rifles and 33 field maps, and said 
they suffered no casualties.

Spiro T. Agnew’s 
recent criticism of the news 
media represented “coercion 
and intimidation, despite the 
denials of censorship, “ says the 
president of CBS news. 
In an address Friday night to 
the annual fall conference of 
the Arizona Broadcasters Asso­ 
ciation, Richard S. Salant said 
the overriding issue emerging 
from the Agnew speeches was 
the relationship of the govern­ 
ment and the press. 
This relationship, Salant said, 
is a particularly pointed one for 
broadcast journalism because

the 
vice 
president 
so 
sharply reminded us, we are 
licensed.” 
“ What 
makes 
the 
vice 
president’s speeches 
so dis- 
trubing, so unprecedented, is 
that for the first time in the 
history of journalism, there was 
a comprehensive, angry attack 
by the government on licensed 
journalism.” 
Salant told the broadcasters 
he could “only hope that the 
vice 
president, 
the 
other 
government officials, and those 
portions of the print media and 
private citizens who support 
him in l.;s attack simpiy failed 
to realize this new dimension, 
this stark fact of the govern­ 
ment’s licensing power of life 
and 
death 
over us and its 
pervasive regulatory 
reach 
over broadcasting.” 
Salant said the two major 
speeches 
in 
which 
Agnew 
leveled his 
sharp criticism 
were “ replete with erro rs of 
simple facts, of illogic, of inter­ 
nal contradictions. 
‘The paradox ... is that we in 
the news have had a stunning 
lecture on journalistic stan­ 
dards,” Salant said, “ yet the 
lecture failed to meet elementa­ 
ry 
standards 
of 
care 
and 
accuracy.” 
The network executive called 
thoughtful criticism the lifeb­ 
lood of all institutions, but 
questioned whether the vice 
president was the proper source 
of such criticism in light of the 
government’s role in broadcast 
licensing.

Rockets shot 110 miles from Vandenberg AFB 


From a vantage point high 
atop a mountain peak in the 
California coastal range, skill­ 
ed technicians assigned to the 
Air Force Western Test Range 
make motion pictures of rockets 
rising from gantries and silos 
110 miles away. 


Fifteen 
second after liftoff 
from Vandenberg, James Pate, 
electronics group leader, and 
his two Federal Electric Cor­ 
poration co-workers 
get vis­ 
ual 
contact with the rapidly 
rising missile. 
Seconds later 
the giant 500-inch focal length 
tracking telescrope has locked 
on 
and will photographically 
cover the next 200 seconds of 
the flight. 


The camera, known as IGOR, 
a synonym for Intercept Ground 
Optics 
Recorder, will record 
closeup motion pictures of the 
maelstrom of heat and energy 
created by the burning of the 
fuels aboard the Minuteman or 
Atlas missiles. 


From the 4080 feet elevation 
of Anderson Peak, this unique 
Air Force activity, operated by 
the Federal Electric Corpora­ 
tion, has a spectacular view of 
the California 
coast on one 
side and the Salinas valley on 
the other. 


The mountain top, also used by 
the Federal 
Aviation Agency 
as the site of an airways nav­ 
igation system, is 13 road miles 
from Big Sur. A one hour jolt­ 
ing ride in a modified 
four- 
wheel drive Air Force vehicle 
is needed to get up to the peak. 
When Pate, an ex-Air Force 
electronics 
technician 
and 
native of Panama 
City, Fla., 
was assigned to the peak in Sep­ 
tember 1966, the facilities were 
primitive 
and 
austere. Two 
old house trailers had been res­ 
urrected from Air Force sur­ 
plus, towed up the hill and plac­ 
ed on blocks. 
One is used as 
living quarters during the per­ 
iod when, more often than not, 
the m issiles are launched dur­ 
ing the hours of darkness.

The other trailer is convert­ 
ed into a film developing and 
projection room. Most film ex­ 
posed by the IGOR crew, Ed 
Liparie 
and

Photo Squadron. How­ 
ever, because of the need to 
insure proper exposure and fo­ 
cus, some test footage is pro­ 
cessed at the peak. 
Other 
van-type 
trailers are utilized 
as office, equipment and stor­ 
age buildings. 


Technicians 
Liparie, from 
Chicago, and Felton, from Yal- 
lejo, spend hours checking, re­ 
checking and otherwise 
pro­ 
viding tender, loving care for 
their highly sophisticated piece 
of optical equipment. Using a 
4 5 degree field of view eyepiece, 
the lense system, mounted on a 
converted machinegun 
mount, 
is equal to approximately 400 
power. 
It is capable of detect­ 
ing the seams on a baseball ten 
miles away.

The AFWTR 
Staff Photographic Office, rec­ 
ognizing that this method left 
much to be desired because of 
the difficulty in acquiring and 
maintaining track, initiated a 
series of modifications to the 
equipment. 
Most importantly a motoriz­ 
ed . drive operated by a single 
control, much like a miniature

Morality issues take 
two trends of thought

There are two schools of 
thought about morality. 
One holds there are objective 
standards of right and wrong 
that apply to all pecóle at all 
times. This is the traditional 
view, espoused by most reli­ 
gious bodies since the time of 
Moses and the Ten Command­ 
ments. 
The other holds that morality 
is 
essentially subjective: a 
matter of doing what you feel 
is right under the circumstan­ 
ces which confront you at a 
particular time. This view— 
popularly 
expressed in the 
maxim, “ Let your conscience 
be your guide” -has acquired a 
very wide following in recent 
years. 
Pitfalls ofthe traditional view 
have been plainly marked since 
Jesus engaged in verbal tilts 
with the Pharisees. A morality 
based on observance of externad 
rules is forever in danger of 
becoming legalistic and inflexi­ 
ble, of upholding the letter 
rather than the spirit of the 
moral law. 
But reliance on "conscience” 
can also lead to some pretty 
horrible results. 
That easily forgotten truth 
was brought home to many 
Americans last week by Paul 
Meadlo, 
22, of West Terre 
Haute, Ind. 
In an interview with Mike 
Wallace of CBS News, Meadlo 
said he and other American 
soldiers killed scores of South 
Vietnamese civllians-old men, 
women, 
children 
and 
even 
babies-by shooting them dur­ 
ing an Army raid on a village 
at Song My in March, 1968. 
“ They didn’t put up any fight 
or anything,” Meadlo recalled. 
"The women huddled against 
their children and took it. They 
brought their kids real close to 
their 
stomachs 
and hugged

And it 
seemed like I realized...at the 
time, I felt like I was doing the 
right thing.” 
Meadlo went on to eiqplain 
that he had "lost a damn good 
buddy” in combat with Viet 
Cong guerrillas who had used 
Song My as a hideout, and "it 
was on 
my conscience” to 
avenge him, 
"So after I done it, I felt 
good. But later on that day, it 
was getting to me.” 
Let him who is without sin 
throw the first stone at Meadlo. 
The point to this grim parable 
is not that he acted inhumanly, 
but that he acted humanly-the 
way human beings are all too 
wont to act under extreme 
conditions of rage and stress. 
Most of us, however civilized 
and moral we may consider 
ourselves 
to 
be, 
probably 
harbor deep in our hearts the 
capacity not only to murder 
another human being, but also 
—much worse—to feel justified 
in doing so. 
And that is why we can never 
outgrow the need for objective 
rules which place certain deeds 
beyond the pale of acceptable 
human behavior, regardless of 
time, place or circumstance. 
The next time I am tempted 
to believe that special circum­ 
stances justify my departing 
from an "arbitrary” moral law, 
I hope I will hear in the back of 
my mind the fiat, toneless voice 
of Paul Meadlo saying: 
"At the time, I felt like I was 
doing the right thing.”

HOLLYWOOD 
(UPI)—Irving 
Wallace, whose novels are sold 
to 
movies 
before 
they are 
written, is more indebted to 
television than films tor his 
soaring popularity as a writer. 
It is Wallace's theory that 
television is gradually trans­ 
forming 
Americans 
into 
a 
nation of readers. 


“ I know it to be a fact that 
television is driving the public 
to reading books," said the 
country’s most prolific writer 
—13 books since 1955. 
"Like novels, television is 
fiction, too. But it is drivel." 
Wallace and other authors 
find 
the medium usefiil for 
publicizing and exploting their 
new tomes. But they neither 
write for nor watch the tube 
unless it is a sportscast or 
documentary. 
In the course of his travels to 
encourage sales of his latest 
novel, "The Seven Minutes," 
Wallace attempted —apparently 
without success —to convert 
television bigwigs to strive for 
higher goals. 
" I ’ve 
told 
the 
television 
executives I've met that they 
aren't honest with their viewers 
or even relevant," the author 
said. 
"One 
important 
television 
producer was shocked when I 
told him that 10 years from 
now they'll be broadcasting, but 
nobody will be looking." 
A former screenwriter him­ 
self, Wallace keeps in touch 
with public taste. Proof enough 
is that his new book has sold 
some 150,000 hard cover copies 
in its first eight weeks in the 
stalls. 
Wallace, however, is anything 
but hostile toward television. 


"I love it," he said, grinning. 
"TV is good tor writers. People 
can 
get 
more 
truth 
and 
excitement in fiction and non­ 
fiction than they can from the 
tube. 
"In a sense, books are like 
radio once was. They stimulate 
the imagination by allowing the 
reader to project his own 
opinions and physical charao 
teristics to individuals in a 
story. 
"Good old television offers 
only torpor. Television is the 
marijuana of the elder genera­ 
tion. It gives them the same 
glazed look as kids smoking 
pot. 
"Fighting with your wife is 
more 
edifying 
than 
most 
television shows. At least it 
involves some 
drama, sus­ 
pense intrigue and enable the 
participants to lose their hos­ 
tilities." 
Wallace admitted his attitude 
is somewhat facetio'is, but not 
much. 
He emphasized that book 
sales, both hard cover and 
paperback, are at an all-time 
high in the United States. 
As he sees it, the phenomena 
is not wholly attributable to a 
growing population, a drop in 
illiteracy, increased affluence 
and leisure time. 
"Television has contributed," 
Wallace concluded. "And all 
authors 
should 
be 
deeply 
grateful."

He saved something from 
the wreck by ruffing a sec­ 
ond club; returning to his 
hand with the jack of dia­ 
monds; cashing his ace of 
trumps and leading a second 
diamond. 
He didn’t save 
much because East played 
the nine of diamonds when 
the low one was led from 
dummy. W e s t recognized 
that as a signal to show an 
even number of diamonds 
and proceeded to ruff the 
second diamond 
so South 
wound up down two. 
You can see what South 
should have done. 
All he 
had to do to insure his con­ 
tract against that 4-1 break 
in trumps was to lead a low 
trump at trick three. 
He 
would be giving up the extra 
overtrick but t r u m p s do 
break 4-1 on occasion, and 
what is an overtrick com­ 
pared to game and rubber?

Viet war 


W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Threatening Red star 


In the opinion of Gen. William C. Westmoreland, form er 
U.S. commander in Vietnam and now Army chief of staff, 
the war would “ probably” be over now if the United States 
had continued its bombing of North Vietnam. 
The general voiced this view before the House defense ap­ 
propriations subcommittee last Oct. 8 in testimony just made 
public. He added that he did not favor a resumption of the bomb­ 
ing, which was ordered halted by President Johnson 13 months 
ago, but supported President Nixon’s policy of “ Vietnamiza- 
tion” of the war — gradually turning the burden of the fighting 
over to the South Vietnamese. 
We will never know if the general is right about the bomb­ 
ing, and the worst thing Americans could do would be to fret 
over the fact that we will never know. 
One thing we do know, and that is that in the nearly three 
years between early 1965 and late 1968, the United States drop­ 
ped more bombs on North and South Vietnam than were drop­ 
ped during four years of World War II in all theaters. This 
alone raises doubts about what would have been accomplished 
by another year of bombing of North Vietnam. 
The essential point, however, has nothing to do with the 
difference in bomb tonnages between World War n and the Viet­ 
nam war. It is the difference between the wars themselves. 
And in this regard, perhaps the best counter to the general’s 
expert military opinion is a statement made by one Nguyen 
Bat, a former security guard at My Lai 4 and a witness to the 
claimed m assacre of the hamlet’s inhabitants by American sold­ 
iers: 
“ After the shooting, all the villagers became Communists.” 
All the surviving villagers, that is. 
In World War II, the 
United States and its allies waged a 
total military effort to smash the powerful war machines 
of Germany and Japan and to roll back their invading arm ies 
in Asia and Europe. There was no problem of distinguishing 
between friend and enemy and no need to “win the hearts 


and minds” of the French or Italians or Filipinos or any other 
conquered people. 
In South Vietnam, while American military power achieved 
its limited purpose of preventing a take-over by the native 
Viet Cong, aided by the North Vietnamese, something more than 
armed strength alone will be required before peace with free­ 
dom reigns in that tragic land. 
That something else has to come from the government and 
people of South Vietnam themselves, with or without the pres­ 
ence of an American military shield. 
America faces serious danger if in coming years it tears 
itself apart over the might-have-beens and searches for reasons 
why the 
war in Vietnam did not end in clear-cut victory like 
World War II and other wars in the history books. 
There will be those who will claim , and perhaps bid for poli­ 
tical power on the strength of it, that: 
“One more year of bombing would have done the trick .” 
Or, “If there had been fewer long-haired youths on the cam­ 
puses and 100,00 more GIs in Vietnam the enemy would have 
been beaten.” Or, “ If the news media had supported the P resi­ 
dent the North Vietnamese would have been forced to negotiate.” 
Or, 
“Communists in high places betrayed u s.” Or, “We 
should have blockaded Haiphong.” Or simply, “ If we had tried 
harder we would have won.” 
But Am erica did try, and it achieved the only goal it could 
realistically have achieved — stopping the incipient armed take­ 
over by Communists in late 1964. Whether or not the objec­ 
tive was worth the cost, it was no little accomplishment. 
But m ilitary power has its lim its in the kind of situation 
that obtains in a backward country like Vietnam, and in too 
many cases: 
“After the shooting, all the villagers become Communists.” 
That is why Vietnam turned into the morass that it did, 
and that is why, whenever and however we find its end, we must 
draw lessons from it, not recriminations.

Staff of the Army, 
testify that Russia 
has

divisions, 
whereas 
our Army’s 
peak strength 
during the Vietnam 
war was 19. Ac­ 
cordingly, 
the subcommittee 
asked 
Admiral Rickover whether the U.S. Navy- 
Army 
deficiency 
is offset by greater 
U.S. air power. 
Admiral 
Rickover quoted Air Force 
Chief of Staff Gen. John P. McConnell’s 
final 
testimony to the Senate Commit­ 
tee 
on Appropriations 
before McCon­ 
nell’s 
retirement: “ As I leave the Air 
Force it has less air power than when I 
became its Chief of Staff 4*2 years 
ago.” 
Today’s 
Chief of Naval Operations, 
Adm. Thomas H. Moorer, in turn, tes­ 
tified that form er Defense Secretary 
Robert S. 
McNamara had decommis­ 
sioned more than 100 warships during 
the 
McNamara regime, 
even during 
the fighting in Vietnam. In contrast, he 
stated, Russia, although still weak in air­ 
craft carriers, has built 25 heavy cruis­ 
ers 
and more than 
200 destroyers 
since World War II. 
Admiral Moorer 
revealed that the 
Soviet navy has 1,575 
ships of recent 
construction against 894 
built in our 
country 
in the same period. 
These 
include 
swarms 
of 
helicopter ships. 
Each carries 
25 large helicopters and 
500 Red combat troops. The largest, he 
said, is the 18,000 - ton Moscova, now 
in the Mediterranean. 
Our Navy’s No. 1 man grimly describ­ 
ed the Red fleet’s 
mobility. 
He said 
the entire 
armada 
is now serviced 
offshore in the Seven Seas by traveling, 
deep-water 
supply ships. He describ­ 
ed the Red fleet’s 
vastly 
greater in­ 
telligence - gathering capability by a 
spectacular 
growth 
of Soviet “ trawl­ 
e rs” carrying advanced snopping equip­ 
ment. Admiral Moorer 
testified that, 
in contrast, we have left only two Pueb­

ships out of an

10 when Mr. McNamara came 
in. 
U.S. 
Vice Adm. Jam es W. CXGrady, 
Chief of Staff to Gen. Andrew J. Good- 
paster, NATOs 
Supreme Allied Com­ 
mander, 
testified that the Soviet Medi­ 
terranean 
fleet build-up, first disclos­ 
ed 
in this column 
(August 9, 1967), 
which began after the 1967 Israel-Arab 
war, continues so heavily that Rus­ 


sian warships in the Mediterranean now 
outnumber ours by 13 to 15 vessels. 
Admiral O’Grady 
stated that, all de­ 
nials notwithstanding, 
the Red fleet is 
using the former 
immense 
French 
M ers-el-Kebir 
naval and 
air base in 
Algeria, thus establishing the U.S.S.R. 
not only at the absolute crossroad of the 
Mediterranean 
but within 
260 miles 
miles of Gibraltar.

might describe the manner in 
which Gene (M rs. Walter) Hoim- 
dahl of Miguelito Canyon Road 
began her collection of some 
50 first edition books and a wide 
range of other old publications. 
The invitation that was to 
turn into a hobby for Gene came 
from Mrs. Helen Edwards, who 
lived about two miles from the 
Holmdahls in the Santa Ynez 
Valley several years back. Mrs. 
Edwards, in moving from her 
ranch to Santa Barbara, decid- 
ed to clean out her book shelves 
which contained a wealth of dis­ 
coveries. 
Perhaps it was a subliminal 
desire at 
last 
attaining frui­ 
tion, 
for 
as Miss Genevieve 
Rupp of Dodge City, Kan. Mrs. 
Holmdahl had come into posses­ 
sion of several “ documents” 
such as the Ninth Census of the 
United States, published in 1873 
and an 1884 Denver to Rio Gran­ 
de railroad schedule. The U.S 
population in 1870 was only 38,- 
312,633 as compared to over 
200 million today. Among those 
listed as “ Principal Cities and 
Villages” were 
Los Angeles 
with 5,728 population and San 
Francisco 
with 149,473. The 
railroad schedule dipped into a 
minutia of connections by rail 
and stagecoach. As a young girl, 
her sense of history was addi­ 
tionally enlivened — at one time 
her 
family 
lived across the 
street from Boot Hill Ceme­ 
tery. 
Of her first editions, western 
author Zane Grey is most rep­ 
resented, with seven notches to 
his pen. One book she purchased 
at a local library sale for five 
cents. 
Several books are inscribed 
“ first edition” in the front 
pages, “ but others you have to 
figure 
out by comparing the 
dates 
of publication and copy­ 
right,” surmised Gene. 
Along with westerns by Zane 
Grey and W ill James, she has a 
book, “ The 
Pinto Horse” by 
Charles Elliott Perkins, pub­ 
lished in 1927. Gene explained 
that Perkins was owner of the 
Folded Hill Ranch near Solvang, 
and the book was found in one of 
the 
old ranch buildings torn 
down 
as 
ownership changed 
hands and the property became 
the Alisal Ranch. 
“ California Cattle Brands, 
1926,” published the same year, 
carries the brands of Lowry 
and Kilpatrick and Alexander 
Nesbitt 
of Lompoc. Another 
book of frontier theme is “ Six 
Years With the Texas Rang­ 
ers, 
1875 - 1881, authored by 
James Gillett. Copyrighted in 
1921 and published in 1925, the 
pages tell the reader like it 
was, with the help of old photo- 
graphs. 
“ The Spinner’s Book of Fic­ 
tion” is a novelty. An antholo­ 
gy of stories by such welL- 
known authors as Jack London, 
it was compiled by the Spin­ 
ners Club of San Francisco for 
poet Miss Ina Coolbrith, who 
lost everything in the 1906 San 
Francisco earthquake. Funds 
from the sale of the book were 
used to help subsidize the poet 
until she was again financially 
solvent, according to the story. 
After that, royalties were “ to 
aid some other writer, artist or 


musician whose fortunes are at 
the ebb, ” it noted in the preface. 


Home remedy books were ac­ 
quired through Gene’s father, 
Ollie Rupp and ranchers such as

It lists 
each club’s main nrotecis alnug 


“ WHO SHALL RU LE this American Nation” appeared to be as 
topical in the 19th century as it is today, as Mrs. Walter (Gene) 
Holmdahl of Miguelito Canyon Road opens thisoldbook of com­ 
positions detailing the “ Songs of Henry Clay Work.” The poet 
and composer died in 1884. Mrs. Holmdahl has among her col­ 
lection of western and English classics, many first editions.

There is a way and you 
have already mentioned it to 
your son when you asked 
him to keep his eves open.

way, once you know the dif­ 
ference between small-date 
and normal-date L i n c o l n 
cents. 
Until a few years ago, the 
date was stamped in the 
working die, but with the 
adoption of more sensitive 
equipment the mint found it 
could include the date in the 
model and transfer it to the 
master die and save time 
and money. When a new date 
was scheduled for circula­ 
tion, it necessitated remov­ 
ing only one or two digits 
from the positive hub of a 
discontinued date, strike a 
new master die, sink the new 
numerals and produce the 
required number of hubs and 
working dies with the new 
date. 
For example, to produce 
the 1959 Lincoln cent, die 
sinkers 
removed 
the 
last 
digit from the 1958 hubs or 


positive 
dies, 
s u n k 
new 
master dies with only the 
numbers 
195 showing and 
punched the figure 9 in the 
space previously occupied by 
the 8. From here, the re­ 
quired number of hubs and 
working dies were produced 
in the regular manner. 


When the 1960 coinage was 
contemplated, it was nec­ 
essary to remove two digits 
—the 5 and the 9—and to ex­ 
pedite the process the entire 
date was erased from the 
hub and several new master 
dies were sunk with nothing 
showing in the date area. 
It is a fact that several 
dies are used in the mass 
production of hubs and work­ 
ing dies and apparently one 
of the workmen used a set 
of slightly sm aller number 
punches, which resulted in 
no more than one working 
die t u r n i n g out the small- 
date cent. 
All coinage dies are made 
at the Philadelphia facility 
and the mint l e t t e r D is 
added at Denver to identify 
the pieces made at that mint. 
This explains the appearance 
of 1960 small-date one-eent 
pieces bearing the mint let­ 
ter D. 
Richard 
Yeoman 
in 
his 
1970, 23rd Edition of “ The 


Sm all date. 


Guide Book of United States 
Coins” lists the 1960 small- 
date Lincoln cent at $5.25 
uncirculated and $24 for a 
proof. The D e n v e r small- 
date issue is somewhat less.

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Eyvind Earle isn't just anoth­ 
er artist. 
The former background paint- 
er and top color stylist for 
Walt Disney Studios is truly 
original. The mundane, the ban­ 
al, the imitative, have no place 
in his world. 
The essence of Santa Ynez 
Valley 
landscapes 
becomes 
starkly, 
geometrically 
alive 
with what he calls his “ design­ 
ed realism." 
A resident of Buellton for the 
past 14 months, the artist feels 
he has arrived where he most 
wants to be: as a foll-time 
painter. His immediate outlet is 
the Copenhagen Galleri in Sol* 
vang where “ we sell everything 
he paints," according to p ro 
prietor Cliff Aronson. 
His paintings in watercolor, 
acrylics and oils are collected 
by notables around the globe — 
Lloyd Wright, Ray Milland, Gin­ 
ger 
Rogers, 
James Melton, 
Mrs. James Tyson, Mr and 
Mrs. Bob Hope, to name a few. 
(Asked what happened to hfe 
painting acquired by the mur­ 
dered Ramon Navarro, he re­ 
plied, “ He has relatives.") 
In his first personal inter» 
view given to any newspaper in 
the area, Earle appeared to be a 
shy, nervous, gentle and sen­ 
sitive man. He could easily be 
mistaken for a commuter sur- 
burbanite. A family station wag­ 
on carries the bumper sticker 
“ Another Fahiily for Peace." 
His home is in a better class 
subdivision, neat and typical 
from the outside. 
But 
there, 
the 
similarity 
ends. Inside is a synergy of 
art and artist. At least 100 
paintings, carpet every wall in 
every room. The garage has 
been converted into the organ* 
ized chaos of his studio.

The 
road to 
arrival has 
proved adventurous, sometimes 
tedious, but always interesting. 
Born an American citizen in 
April, 1916, young Eyvind was 
taken to France by his profes­ 
sional painter father at the age 
of 10. From then until he gave 
his first one-man exhibition at 
14 in France, he was forced 
by his father to either paint one 
picture or read 50 pages of a 
book each day, In retrospect, 
Earle feels the stern discipline 
was valuable. “A child of 10 
doesn't know what he wants to 
do, without guidance," was his 
reasoning. The discipline has 
paid off. He works eight hours 
a day, 
averaging 
5V* days a 
week. “ Sometimes I work sev­ 
en days, but I have to quit 
sooner or later, as I get so de­ 
pleted," he said as he crushed 
out a cigarette. 
From his return to the United 
States and Los Angeles where 
he worked for United Artists 
Studio as a sketch artist, he 
departed a year later for Mexi­ 
co to Live and paint. Reenter­ 
ing the United States, the 21p 
year-old decided to bicycle to 
Monroe. New York carrying 
108 pounds of luggage, includ­ 
ing a tent, sleeping bag made 
from two blankets sewn togeth­ 
er, food and watercolor materi­ 
als. On $31, he pedaled 42 days, 
painted

wrote a 30,000 word diary. 
There was one memorable mis­ 
hap — near Memphis, Tenn. — 
a trailer truck smashed his back 
wheel, leaving Earle shaken 
but unhurt. He was later giv­ 
en the money for repairs — 
after the state highway patrol 
caught the offending truck. 
He will never forget his first 
major art sale at the age of 23. 
After his third New York show­ 
ing, a painting was purchased by 
the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 
During his two-year stint with 
the Navy in World War D, he 
painted 210 oil portraits of 
ti e men and officers. Returning 
to civilian life, he began de­ 
signing greeting cards and by 
1967 his Christmas cards were 
grossing $400,000 
in 
retail 
sales each year. 
Forming his own animation 
company after nine years with 
Walt Disney, he did $80,000 
worth of commercials the first 
year. Creating two television 
specials for Christmas and Eas­ 
ter, he did all the paintings 
and animation. The Universal 
Pictures trademark is also his 
own design. 
Earle talked ^bout his art. 
Ideas for subject matter and 
composition “ come often about 
4 a.m. when its dark. Sometimes 
I can see in my mind's eye 
how a painting should look as a 


masterpiece, but only for a sec­ 
ond. As time passes, it fades. 
But all my paintings have some 
element of these flashes of ii> 
sight." 
His originality of technique, 
tandemnized with recognizable 
forms, serves to tap the core of 
communication with the viewer. 
Though an urbanite much of his 
life, 
Earle emphatically does 
not want to return — a wish 
seemingly reflected in his paint- 
ings, which stand spacious and 
alooe, but not lonely. 
“ Light is what I'm most aft­ 
er. I just wish the blacks were 
blacker so that the light areas 
would be more in contrast," 
he said. Earle uses a special 
black — an acrylic ink used by 
the animation industry to draw 
lines on acetate. The product 
is not available on the market. 
Trees and trunks begin as a 
flat black, 
layered and moft 
led into completeness with many 
hues. 
More distant trees as­ 
sume the basic spherical shape, 
delicately tipped with such col­ 
ors as pale yellow. The cows 
are angular, the hills beautiful­ 
ly gaunt, the superbly drafted 
barns a lesson in geometry. 
Serving as abase, damarthin* 
ned with turpentine and washed 
on like watercolor is left in 
the sun for about 30 minutes to 
become “ tacky." While still 
damp a second glaze is dis­ 
solved into the first, and so on, 
finally achieving the incredi­ 
ble “ broken" color of his fore­ 
ground trees. 
In the artist's opinion, only 
a few, such as Van Gogh and 
Georgia O'Keefe have achiev­ 
ed true originality of presenta­ 
tion down through the ages. 
Is Eyvind Earle destined, too, 
for this 
Oympian immortali­ 
ty?

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When you travel solo, you 
go where you want and see what 
you want at your own pace. Aft­ 
er all, you’ve shopped by your­ 
self, browsed through museums 
on your own and gone many plac­ 
es alone while at home. It's just 
as easy to do the same things 
on a grander scale in New York, 
San Francisco, Paris or Athens, 
says noted travel advisor Mary 
Gordon, through tips provided 
by the Lompoc Travel Agency.

Bring along the names and ad­ 
dresses of overseas residents 
which 
your friends may give 
you. You may be their guest 
for an afternoon, or you might 


invite them to lunch or dinner. 
List the addresses of social 
clubs and organizations you be­ 
long to. Jot down the names of 
people you meet along the way 
and where your paths may cross 
again. 
Leave 
your itinerary with 
someone at home and give them 
a forwarding address. You'll 
appreciate 
getting letters at 
your hotels en route, and you 
will travel more comfortably if 
you’re sure your friends and 
family can reach you when nec­ 
essary. 
Carry a city map when you are 
out walking, not only for loca­ 
tion but points of interest. Buy 
enough film for the entire trip 
before leaving home — it’s us­ 
ually more 
expensive over­ 
seas. Cigarettes are, too, and 
most European countries allow 
visitors to bring In two car­ 
tons for their personal use. 
Most of your other needs can 
be filled in the local stores. 
English is an almost-univer­ 
sal language, spoken by many 
people in the street and always 
in tourist hotels, restaurants 
and shops. But learn a few 
phrases in the local language. 
A “bonjour” and “ prego” will 
be rewarded with a smile when 
you try them out. 
In Europe, the concierge or 
hall porter is stationed at a desk 
in nearly every hotel. He knows 
the city well and can arrange 
everything 
for 
his 
hotel’s 
guests.

apply it properly. 
Putty and plastic wood Idl­ 
ers should not be confused 
with the wood filler used to 
seal open grain wood 
The 
latter is brushed across the 
grain of the wood and then 
the excess wiped away be­ 
fore finishing. The fillers in 
question here are used for 
cracks, nail holes and such 
S o m e tim e s old-fashioned 
linseed oil putty is all that 
you will need. Do not use it 
to repair a broken corner or 
to build up an edge since this 
sort of putty does not get 
r eally hard 
It also does not a d h e r e 


as well as some of the other 
fillers. You will find it use­ 
ful in filling cracks and holes 
in exterior surfaces. The ex­ 
pansion and contraction due 
to tem perature changes will 
not hurt this flexible sub­ 
stance. 


The 
powder 
and 
water 
compounds also dry quickly 
but they are easier to apply 
in thin layers. This quality 
m akes them ideal for build­ 
ing up broken edges and for 
feathering to fine edge. 


There’s an old trick you 
can 
borrow 
from 
cabinet 
m akers to make your own 
wood filler. Use sawdust and 
resin glue to mix a putty. 
Use sawdust from the sam e 
wood and the match will be 
perfect. Like the plastic com ­

hard, nonshrinking filler

boy

Teacher,’ not because he is 
retarded but because he de­ 
serves it by his work.” 


David said people instinc­ 
tively wanted to help Billy, 
as they do all retarded peo­ 
ple. “ But he and they are 
capable 
if 
they 
are 
left 
alone. One learns patience 
working with them. Billy has 
a basic frustration because 
he knows how to do some 
things, but he can’t quite 
really do them. Some of this 
frustration communicated to 
me occasionally. But as soon 
as it did, Billy would have 
an answer for me.

bicycle has been a solid, 
respectable vehicle of trans­ 
portation. It has been about 
man’s third or fourth best 
friend. All of a sudden, the 
old faithful is wearing false 
eyelashes, gone mod, gone 
mini, gone hip. 
Colored tires are the very 
latest. Other recent innova­ 
tions—gear 
shifts, 
padded 
“ sissy” bars, glowing “ ba­ 
nana” and bucket seats— 
weren’t e n o u g h . Pretzel­ 
shaped, 
high-rise 
handle­ 
bars, steering wheels, wide- 
tread and r a c i n g slicks 
didn’t do it. “ Mag” wheels 
and elongated frames still 
fell short.

the revolution has continued 
unabated. 
So much for the frivolous 
bike set, the banana-seat- 
and-high-risers. 
The more 
serious bikers—one in every 
seven persons has a bike— 
are pushing, in 1969, bike 
safety and Bike Holiday pro­ 
grams under the sponsor­ 
ship of the Bicycle Institute 
of America.
